Draper emphasized that his com- 
pany will continue its service to 
the Upland district through the 
Ontario office.

What is needed is not so much the remoyal of mythical 
boundary lines as the whole-hearted, unselfish cooperation 
of all civie-minded persons in the district. Unified support 
and action in promoting the development of the entire west 
end of the county is required. 

It is opportune perhaps to suggest the uniting of all the 
premotional efforts of the west end of the county into one 
large, aggressive, well-supported organization—such as a 
Chaffey Community Chamber of Commerce. Such an or- 
ganization, with the pooling of resources and personal ef- 
forts, could be accomplished within a comparatively short 
time... Unification of the cities—if ever feasible—would re- 
quire too much to be achieved soon ehough.
